Springfield, 111., Auk. 22.—Six more 
alleged riot leaders have been caught 
In the grand jury net here. 
The in 
qulsltorlal body returned Indictments 
against six persons, the documents 
fhargisg twenty separate offense«. AH 
Were predicated upon the trouble at 
l.oper's restaurant and were Identical 
with those charged against Kate How­ 
ard in the Indictments returned Thurs­ 
day. 
The jury lias so far confined Its 
work to investigating the riot at I.*o 
per’s, except in th e ’case of Abraham 
Haymer, who was indicted for mur­ 
der Thursday in connection with the 
lynching of William Donlgan last Sat­ 
urday. 
“ We have only made a fair start,” 
f-aid Assistant State’s Attorney Wi- 
nans. 
“ With the character of evi 
dence thut is coming in and the seem­ 
ing determination of the grand jury 
to rid the community of the lawless 
element, there is every chance that 
half a hundred or more indictments 
will be returned within the next ten 
days.” 
The latest persons indicted are: 
Ernest 
Humphrey, 
huckster; 
Ru- 
holph Brederneyer, mechanic; John 
Schienle, grocery clerk; William Sut­ 
ton. cabman; Herbert Carey, black­ 
smith, and one other man whose iden­ 
tity was kepi secret at the order of 
Judge Creighton because he is un­ 
derstood to have fled from Springfield. 
Humphrey. Sehiehle, Brederneyer and 
the fugitive were each indicted four 
times for malicious mischief and riot. 
Carey and Sunon were made the sub­ 
ject 
ol 
tw 1 
indictments each, the 
same offenses being charged. 
Judge 
Creighton fixed the hail at $2,000 for 
each indictment. 
Among the 
witnesses before tho 
Jury was Harry Loper. 
He testified 
at the coroner’s inquest Thursday that 
he had little recollection of the identi­ 
ty of members of the mob who do- 
Stroyed his establishment, but it was 
said that he made important revela­ 
tions to the grand jury. 


Shot Through the Throat. 
It was thought for a time that the 
coroner’s jury, which has been at­ 
tempting to fix the responsibility for 
the death of Louis Johnson, who was 
killed in the Loper riot, would find Its 
work vain. 
Coroner Woodruff discov­ 
ered 
1 Hat no autopsy had been made 
on the body and the cause was con­ 
jectured, one version being lliat John­ 
son fell into the basement and broke 
bis neck. 
In order to clear this doubt the coro­ 
ner anil a physician w’ent. to Mechan- 
lcsburg, where the body had been 
buried, exhumed the body and per­ 
formed an autopsy, which showed that 
he had been shot through the throat. 
The Jury returned an open verdict, 
giving the cause of death as a gunshot 
wound alter Roy Wilson had testified 
that he and Johnson had been pushed 
JiHo the basement of the restaurant 
by the crowd. 
Wilson asserted that 
after they fell down the stairway he 
heard two shots and it was then that 
he lost track of Johnson. 
He made 
his way to the street and then learned 
that Johnson had been killed. 
The small towns of the country con­ 
tinue to he danger spots. 
At Buffalo 
a village fifteen miles ironi here, the 
following noiice has been posted at 
the interurban trolley line station: 
“All niggers w aited out of town by 
Monday, 12 a. m., sharp.” 
It was signed by ’’Buffalo Sharp- 
■hooters.” 
Complaints also filter in daily from 
the mining camps, coming from whites 
and negroes alike. 
Each race seems 
distrustful of the other in these com­ 
munities and Sheriff Werner is puz­ 
zled as to how to cope with the situa­ 
tion. * Thus far, however, there have 
been no occurrences to justify the 
fears of the small town residents. 
The first day of the nominal re 
•umption of civic rule In Springfield 
was free from disorders. 
The mem 
bers of the Seventh infantry wen 
scattered about the city in small de 
tachments. but they were under or 
ders to act only in case their aid was 
solicited by the sheriff or his depu 
ties. 
Twice the slumber of the sol­ 
diers, wras disturbed, once when a 
smajl fire broke out in a shed, and 
again when an irate father fired at an 
objectionable suitor for his daughter’s 
hand. 
Small crowds gathered in each 
Instance, but wrere quickly dispersed 
and at midnight the streets were prac­ 
tically deserted.

Twenty Six Artillerymen in D anger of 
Being 
Lynched. 
Denver, Aug. 22.—A New-s special 
from Laramie, Wyo., says that w-hile 
every effort has been made by the au 
thoriiies at Camp Emmett Crawford, 
the military maneuver ground, to keep 
the fact secret. It Is known that one 
of the most atrocious crimes imagin­ 
able was committed by members of 
an artillery battery, who assaulted a 
young woman, leaving her bruised and 
line mscious 
upon* the 
ground. 
A c ­ 
cording to the story, a noncommis­ 
sioned officer of the Twenty-first regi­ 
ment was escorting the young woman 
when they were attacked by thirty- 
two men of tlie artillery battery. The 
officer was beaten into insensibility 
w'ith a gun and the unfortunate young 
woman was dragged to an isolated 
spot and assaulted. 
After laying half 
dead for hours, the victim of tho out­ 
rage revived and succeeded In crawl­ 
ing to a house some distance away 
and told her story. 
Twenty-six men 
alleged to have been implicated in the 
outrage are under arrest 
and 
are 
chained together in the camp prison. 
They are under constant guard to 
prevent lynching, as sentiment in the 
camp is strong against them. 
Six of 
the alleged assailants escaped, but 
three of them were apprehended at 
Rawlins. 
The other three are still 
at large.

forest fire nearly wiped out the little 
town of Bow, ten miles south of here. 
The sawf and shingle mill and drying 
kilns, owned by Daniel Cain, with 
600,000 shingles, were destroyed, as 
well as five cottages belonging to the 
mill company. 
Many fires are burning throughout 
Whatcom county, but little damage is 
being done. 
Several towuis threatened by fire 
for several days past are declared 
safe by Fire Warden Lee.

SIX MORE MEN 
ARE INDICTED 


True Bills Returned Against Al­ 


leged Riot Leaders. 


TWENTY SEPARATE OFFENSES 


All of tho Accused Are Charged With 


Malicious Mischief and Riot— First 


Day of Nominal Resumption of Civic 


Rule in Springfield Free From Dis­ 


orders. 


Springfield, 111., Aug. 22.—Six more 
alleged riot leaders have been caught 
In the grand jury net here. 
The in­ 
quisitorial body returned indictments 
against six persons, the documents 
Charging twenty separate offenses. All 
Were predicated upon the trouble at 
Loper’s restaurant and were identical 
with those charged against Hate How­ 
ard in the indictments returned Thurs- 
I 
day. The jury has so far confined its J 
work to investigating the riot at Lo- J 
per’s, except in the case of Abraham 
Raymer, who was indicted for mur­ 
der Thursday in connection with the 
lynching of William Donigan last Sat­ 
urday. 
“We have only made a fair start,” 
said Assistant State’s Attorney Wi- 
nans. 
“With the character of evi­ 
dence that is coming in and the seem­ 
ing determination of the grand jury 
to rid the community of the lawless 
element, there is every chance that 
half a hundred or more indictments 
will be returned within the next ten 
days.” 
The latest persons indicted are: 
Ernest Humphrey, huckster; 
Ru- 
holph Bredemeyer, mechanic; John 
Schienle, grocery clerk; William Sut­ 
ton, cabman; Herbert Carey, black­ 
smith, and one other man whose iden­ 
tity was kept secret at the order of 
Judge Creighton because he is un­ 
derstood to have fled from Springfield. 
Humphrey. Schiehle, Bredemeyer and 
the fugitive were each indicted four 
times for malicious mischief and riot. 
Carey and Sutton were made the sub­ 
ject of two indictments each, the 
same offenses being charged. 
Judge 
Creighton fixed the bail at $2,000 for 
each indictment. 
Among the witnesses before tho 
Jury was Harry Loper. 
He testified 
at the coroner’s inquest Thursday that 
he had little recollection of the identi­ 
ty of members of the mob who de­ 
stroyed his establishment, but it was 
said that he made important revela­ 
tions to the grand jury. 


Shot Through the Throat. 
It was thought for a time that the 
coroner’s jury, which has been at­ 
tempting to fix the responsibility for 
the death of Louis Johnson, who was 
killed in the Loper riot, would find its 
work vain. 
Coroner Woodruff discov­ 
ered that no autopsy had been made 
on the body and the cause was con­ 
jectured, one version being that John­ 
son fell into the basement and broke 
his neck. 
In order to clear this doubt the coro­ 
ner and a physician went to Mechan­ 
icsburg, where the body had been 
buried, exhumed the body and per­ 
formed an autopsy, which showed that 
he had been shot through the throat. 
The lory returned an open verdict, 
giving the cause of death as a gunshot 
wound after Roy Wilson had testified 
that he and Johnson had been pushed 
into the basement of the restaurant 
by the crowd. 
Wilson asserted that 
after they fell down the stairway he 
heard two shots and it was then that 
he lost track of Johnson. 
He made 
his way to the street and then learned 
that Johnson had been killed. 
The small towns of the country con­ 
tinue to be danger spots. At Buffalo. 
a village fifteen miles from here, the 
following notice has been posted at 
the interurban trolley line station: 
“All niggers wasted out of town by 
Monday, 12 a. rn., sharp.” 
It was signed by ’’Buffalo Sharp­ 
shooters.” 
Complaints also filter in daily from 
th# mining camps, coming from whites 
and negroes alike. 
Each race seems 
distrustful of the other in these com­ 
munities and Sheriff Werner is puz­ 
zled as to how to cope with the situa­ 
tion. * Thus far, however, there have 
been no occurrences to justify the 
fears of the small town residents. 
The first day of the nominal re 
■umption of civic rule in Springfield 
was free from disorders. The mem 
hers of the Seventh infantry wert 
scattered about the city in small de 
tachments, but they were under or 
ders to act only in case their aid was 
solicited by the sheriff or his depu­ 
ties. Twice the slumber of the sol­ 
diers^ was disturbed, once when a 
smaijD fire broke out in a shed, and 
again when an irate father fired at an 
objectionable suitor for his daughter’s 
hand. 
Small crowds gathered in each 
Instance, but were quickly dispersed 
and at midnight the streets were prac­ 
tically deserted.

R. V. Fletcher Elected President of 
Association of Attorneys General. 
Denver, Aug. 22.—The National As­ 
sociation of Attorneys General elect­ 
ed the following officers for the ensu­ 
ing year at the closing session of its 
annual convention: 
President, R. V. Fletcher of Missis­ 
sippi; vice president, U. S. Webb of 
California; secretary-treasurer, W. H. 
Dickson of Colorado. 
Selection of the time and place of 
the next meeting was left to a com­ 
mittee appointed by the president. 
Attorney General U. S. Webb of 
California discussed the Fourteenth 
amendment to the Federal Constitu­ 
tion, especially in relation to the 
question of dealing with alien races in 
California. 
Speaking of the trouble 
that arose in San Francisco over the 
admission of Japanese children to the 
schools of San Francisco, he said that 
the federal government had interfered 
with a law of California, which had 
existed for a long time, using the 
Fourteenth amendment and a treaty 
with Japan as a club.

The Hague, Aug. 22.—Holland’s ac 
tion against Venezuela and the text 
of her note to President Castro will 
depend largely upon the reports M. de 
Reus, former Dutch minister lo Vene 
zuela, who recently was expelled by 
President Castro, makes to the gov 
eminent. 
He is expected to arrive 
here next Monday. M. Van Swlnderne 
minister of foreign affairs, will con 
suit with M. de Reus before the gov 
eminent takes further steps in tht 
matter. The ex-minister’s arrival is 
eagerly awaited here. 
The press and public of The Xeth 
erlands take the Venezuelan affaii 
most calmly. 
Naval officers are most 
interested in it and express pleasure 
at the possibility of seeing active 
service. 
The government, however 
however, thinks there is yet a chance 
that the difficulty may be patched iii 
by diplomacy. 
A blockade of the Venezuelan coast 
if it is undertaken, will not be begun 
for some time because the adoption 
of punitive measures will depend up­ 
on the tenor of President Castro’s re 
ply to Holland’s representations.
